Am ericans 
have 
scarcely 
realized 
that a w onderful thing Is taking place 
In Chicago, or, rather. Is ab out to take 
place, a new thing in our history, for 
outside of a few sm all towns city 
ow nership and operation of street rail­ 
w ays have l>een unknown on this side 


their m istake. 
The city councils ap­ 
pointed a standing commttte® of twen- 
ty-tlve to take charge of the lines, 
a 
general m auager was appointed and 
from that tim e conditions constantly 
grew b etter. 
In three years the lines 
were electrified, fares were reduced, 
w’ages increased, more com petent and 
civil men w ere placed In charge, b tsl 
ness picked up, new lines w ere b uilt, 
the care were kept cleaner, no more 
passengers w ere taken than could b e 
seated, sufficient cars w ere put on to 
handle the traffic easily and com forta­ 
b ly, strikes disappeared and reform s 
of all sorts were Inaugurated. So suc­ 
cessful did the experim ent prove that 
other cities in England and Scotland 
b ought and operated their lines until 
the system has extended practically 
all over Groat B ritain, Is b eing Intro 
duced on the continent and is b eing 
■' discussed In America. 
The average 
fare In Glasgow a t present Is under 
2 cents, according to Mr. Dalrym ple. 
Of course the distance traveled 
is 
shorter than in America, and yet G las­ 
gow Is a city of nearly a million in 
hab itants. 
The fare» are graded ac­ 
cording to distance, running from 1 
cent to G, and no transfers are given.

o f the w ater. 
In G reat Britain over 
forty 
m unicipalities 
run 
their 
own 
transportation, and, stim ulated b y theLr 
-example, the system is spreading on 
the continent. 
Practically the first of 
the British cities to Introduce m unici­ 
pal ow nership w as Glasgow, Scotland, 
and her exam ple Is still the m ost fa­ 
mous, 
This doub tless accounts for 
the fact tha t when last fall Judge Ed­ 
w ard P. Dunne received such a sw eep­ 
ing m ajority for m ayor of our second 
city, and that on the issue of the im ­ 
m ediate municipal ow nership of the 
stree t railw ays, he cab led to Glasgow 
to ship over an expert with whom to 
advise 
Glasgow graciously responded 
b y sending the m anager of her tram 
way system , 
Mr. Jam es Dalrymple, 
whose sojourn in America has ju st 
come to an end. 
Mr. Dalrym ple spent 
several w eeks in studying the situation 
in Am erican cities aud promised to 
w rite out his conclusions on his way 
home, to b e sent to M ayor Dunne as 
soon as completed. 
It may b e said in 
passing tha t the widely pub lished In­ 
terview w ith Mr. Dalrymple. sent out 
from Philadelphia. In which he Is m ade 
to advise American cities against m u­ 
nicipal ow nership b ecause of our polit­ 
ical m achines and spoils system , he 
has denied alm ost in toto, merely re­ 
m arking that politics and municipal 
-ownership m ust l>e utterly divorced. 
H is real views ou the q uestion will 
only b e known finally and authorita 
tively when he sends thenj officially to 
M ayor Dunne. 


Surface Lines Electrified In Three Years. 


Mr. 
D alrym ple while 
In 
America 
gave several very lucid talks and in­ 
terview s as to the developm ent of 
m unicipal ow nership In Glasgow’. 
It 
aeem s that the city b uilt Its own lines 
In 1871, b ut leased them to a private 
com pany to b e operated. 
The lease 
extended over a period of tw enty - 
three years, and at the end of tha t 
tim e conditions w’ere so unsatisfactory 
tha t the city refused to extend the 
lease, b ut decided to adopt the then 
innovation of operating the roads her­ 
self. 
This w as In 1894. 
At that tim e 
there w’ere only horse care, the em ­ 
ployees w ere uncivil, Incom petent and 
for the most part unfit persons, a 
strike w as threatened, cars were not 
in good condition and com plaints from 
the citizens were going up on every 
side. 
The companies, Mr. D alrym ple 
said, thought that the city could not 
operate the lint* and therefore would 
m ake no prom ises of Improvement, b e­ 
lieving tha t they had a practical mo­ 
nopoly. 
Glasgow soon showed them 


Total fures of over 4 cents, however, 
arc rare. 
In fact, the Glasgow m an­ 
ager asserts that he could do aw ay 
with ail fares in excess of 3 cents 
w ithout appreciab ly dim inishing the 
revenues. 
Cars Kept Clean and Neat as a Pin. 
The tram cars In Glasgow and m auy 
other B ritish cities are doub le deckers, 
thus having tw ice the seating capacity 
of ordinary cars. 
This necessitates 
som ewhat greater height, b ut other­ 
wise these tw o story tram s are very 
convenient and com fortab le, Tlie G las­ 
gow cars are kept as clean aud neat 
as a pin. 
At the slightest scratch 
they are run into the repair shop. 
There is no w atered stock in the capi­ 
talization of the Glasgow lines. 
The 
total capitalization is $15,000,000 and 
the deb t is $8,500,000. 
A sinking fund 
of 2 per eeut per annum is provided 
to reduce tills deb t. 
There Is no a t­ 
tem pt to m ake money b y the system , 
b u t a large tax is paid yearly to the city. 
An old age pension Is provided for 
employes*. 
P art of the fund for this 
Is furnished b y the city and pa rt b y a 
sub scription of the em ployees them ­ 
selves. 
Nob ody is discharged b ecause 
of age, b ut when too old to attend to 
their duties the men are retired on 
this pension. 
The general m anager 
has ab solute control of the hiring and 
discharging of men. 
Politics is not 
allowed to enter Into this, b ut only 
the q uestion of fitness for duty. 
The 
employees seem perfectly contended, 
have refused to organize tb em selvea 
into a lab or union, have never struck 
or even discussed a strike and re­ 
ceive in w ages ab out the sam e as that 
paid to m echanics and artisans. 
'The 
wage level is not q uite so high as on 
this side the w ater, b ut neither Is the 
expense of living so high, so that com­ 
paratively the scale is ju st as good 
if 
not b etter for the men there than here. 
Mr. Dalrym ple, although he has had 
a training of years In m unicipal gov­ 
ernm ent, has only b een m anager ef 
the Glasgow’ tram system since last 
Octob er. 
The man who organized the 
system and w as general m anager of it 
from Its Inception to the tim e that Mr. 
D alrym ple 
took 
charge 
w as 
John 
Young, w’ho is regarded as one of the 
most com petent street railw ay men in 
G reat B ritain. 
So great Is the reputa­ 
tion of Mr. Young that when Yerkes, 
the Am erican millionaire, b egan the 
develpom ent of his tub e system In 
London he called on the Glo&govr man 
to b e his general m anager, otfndng so 
much larger salary that the Scotchman 
accepted. 
A fter riding ab out Chicago for two

A m ovem ent Is on foot to m ake 
Denver the b est lighted eity In the 
world, says the Chicago American. 
A lready counted the cleanest, its pow ­ 
er to attract the tourist is to b e In­ 
creased b y a lighting system that will 
m ake its streets a t night resem b le the 
courts of a w orld’s fair and m ake It 
fam ous as “the City of Lights.” 
It is, in fact, from the w onderfully 
b eautiful effects secured at the Chi­ 
cago, Buffalo and St. Louis expositions 
that the Idea of lighting tlie streets of 
the city has b een derived, and the man 
W’ho planned these effects has b een 
b rought to Denver to undertake to do 
for a city’s lighting thnt which he ac­ 
com plished for the fair grounds. 
The first step tow ard the b ig plan 
for D enver will b e the erection of thir­ 
ty-three steel arches to span Sixteenth 
street, the principal thoroughfare of 
the city, each arch to carry 220 Incan­ 
descent 
electric 
light 
b ulb s. 
The 
arches will reach from curb line to 
curb Hue and from them will also b e 
suspended the trolley w ires of the 
tram w ay line, and so all other poles 
along the street will b e removed and 
full sweep given the eye In the view 
of the glowing arches of light. 
The 
arches are in them selves ornam ental 
and in replacing ordinary poles will 
even in the daylight add to the b eauty 
of tfie street. 
It will all b e in a m eas­ 
ure theatrical or circusy, b ut is con­ 
sidered desirab le In a city ho much 
sought b y the tourist and sightseer as 
is Denver. 
At the sam e thne the 
service result is expect« ! to b e much 
b etter than is secured from the arc 
lights on which the pub lic lighting of 
the city a t present depends.

“The citizens of Chicago feel tha t w hat 
Glasgow has accom plished Chicago can 
accom plish; that, w ithout disparage 
m eut to the citizens of Glasgow, we 
are ju st as courageous, ju st as honest, 
Just us intelligent as the citizens of 
any other city in the civilized w orld.” 
And for proof he added; “W e know 
that this city has successfully m anaged 
its w aterw orks for nearly half a cen­ 
tury. 
W e know that %it is selling wa- 
ter today as cheaply Vs any great city 
in the w estern world. 
W e know’ that 
for several years past Chicago has 
b een rapidly developing a m agnificent 
municipal electric light plant and that 
the cost of electric light under pub lic 
m anagem ent has b een cut In tw o.” 
'The m ayor then went ou to point out 
the steps that had b een taken in the 
direction of m unicipalizing Chicago’s 
street railw ays, stating that one line 
had b een secured and tha t other lines 
could b e b uilt over the w estern half of 
the city, so that there w as no longer 
any doub t that m unicipal ow nership 
would b e undertaken. 
Cases had b een 
started in court to test the validity of 
the franchises of the private com pa­ 
nies and if necessary condem nation 
cases would b e started to secure all 
the lines. 
And he finished this part 
of his talk with this determ ined sen 
tence. “There m ust b e no flinching, no 
hesitation, no b ackw ard step. 
If Chi­ 
cago accom plishes-as she will accom ­ 
plish—w hat she has set out to do it 
m eans an economic revolution in Am er­ 
ica.”

The .sjnsational disclosures before 
the grand jury in the Chicago strik e 
Investigation brings to light some 
tacts long susp ected, but never brought 
out so p lainly before, says the Clinton 
Herald. 
There was a susp icion that 
many labor troubles were caused by 
leaders who were p rofiting by these 
disturbances at the eip ense of men 
whc p aid them salaries to give them 
honest rep resentation. 
Evidence be­ 
fore the grard jury shows that Presi­ 
dent Shea has been p laying a confi­ 
dence game on union labor as well as 
emp loyers of labor. 
This leads the 
Keok uk Gate City to remark : 
The facts as to how and where 
Cornelius Shea, p resident of the Team­ 
sters’ union, got the money for riotous 
living are coming to light. 
Contrary 
to the general understanding it didn’t 
come from the strik ers whom he p ro­ 
fessed to rep resent, but from the em­ 
p loyers who were struck by the way of 
black mail. The more that is k nown 
of Shea the less he Is found to be 
worthy of confidence and resp ect. He 
is a bad egg, evidently.” 
President Shet draws a salary as 
p resident of the teamsters’ union, 
but this he does not consider enough 
for hlseip ensive tastes and high style 
of living In q uestltmable resorts. He 
discovered, so the evidence shows, 
that he could inaugurate now and 
then a symp athetic strik e that em­ 
p loyers would give him money to call 
off. But in calling these strik es he 
gave no thought to the way he would 
jeop ardize the laboring men he p er­ 
suaded to leave their jobs in order 
that he might mak e thousands of 
dollars above his salary. 
President Shea and his lieutenants 
have seriously wounded union labor. 
The fundamental p rincip le of union 
labor is all right and emp loyers of la­ 
bor had faith In it. This faith is now 
somewhat shattered, and will tend to 
create op p osition to unionism if it 
continues to be used as Shea has been 
using it. Shea has dealt unionism a 
serious blow, more so than many p eo­ 
p le reailie. The injury was not de­ 
served.
